C. Reed, 
acting deputy warden of the penitentiary, 
shot and killed a convict nam ed Frank 
Smith. 
Smith w as one ot the gang of high 
way robbers sent to the penitentiary iii 
October last from Winona. His sentence was 
thirteen years, aud his confederate.!, Thomas 
Rice and Daniel McMahon, got thirteen and 
nine years respectively. 
They were a des­ 
perate lot. Smith being the most dangerous 
of the three. 
On Friday last Smith com ­ 
plained 
to 
the 
deputy w arden 
that 
he 
was 
d ’ssatisiied 
with 
Ii McKellar, 
the foreman of the wagon stoops iii which 
the convict worked, and th at be desired to 
be transferred to some other place. 
The 
deputy irave him no encouragem ent as to 
being transferred, but had a talk w ith Mc­ 
Kellar, in which he told him it would per­ 
haps be better tor him, when toe had any di­ 
rections to make about the work, to com ­ 
m unicate them to the guard, IL C. Ortf, and 
have him give them to the prisoner. 
McKel- 
iar did as suggesttHi, and all seemed right with 
Smith until Saturday evening, when he again 
complained to the deputy of McXeJlar and 
asked in a perem ptory lone to be taken out 
of th at stoop entirely an d pieced in some 
other. 
The deputy told hun 
could not 
grant the request, and the prisoner then 
asked to have an interview w ith Warden J. A 
Reed, father of the deputy. 
Accordingly, on 
Sunday afternoon Warden Recd called at 
Sm ith’s cell to hear his com plaint. 
Smith 
said he had worked some at m oulding and 
wished to Ik* transferred to the m oulding 
shop. The warden asked him if he was being 
misused where too was, and toe replied in the 
negative; but said th at as he toad worked at 
m oulding toe preferred to be employed at 
th a t 
The m oulding shop is c ose to the 
large gate thiough which the railroad track 
to the prison grounds is laid. 
The transfer

New York Mail ural Express. 
“The price of commercial borax has 
; greatly decreased during the 
past 
i t bree years,” sa id 
d ealer to a report 
er recently. 
“ lr can be bought now 
for half w hat it cost in 1882. 
Then 
the m arket ra te was eleven cents a 
pound, while a t the present tim e it is 
(h u t five an*1 a half cents a pound. 
The falling off in price has continued 
i notw ithstanding the im position of a 
tariff which virtually prohibits the 
im p ortation of borax and boracic 
acid. 
It has been due, therefore, to 
consum ption not keeping up with tilt 
supply. The production of borax on 
the AV cs tern coast, which is the only 
p art of the country where it is found, 
lias been steadily on tile increase. 
L ast year 4,500 tons were extracted 
bv the various borax mining com pa­ 
nies in California and Nevada. 
“T o what uses is borax applied?” 
“ Its u*e has not grown m ore limit­ 
ed, hut it has not kept pace with the 
production. 
It is employed in weld­ 
ing, glazing, p o tte ry and cleansing. 
The iron tra d e consumes the largest 
quan tity , and with the increase oi 
th a t industry th** business of borax 
mining will be benefited. 
New uses 
are con stantly la*ing found for this 
mineral. 
At first it was only used by 
iron workers and blacksm iths. 
Its 
detersive qualities were revealed after­ 
ward. 
Toe m anufacture of glazed 
iron and earthenw are was begun after 
oth e r virtues had been discovered in 
borax, ami now it is used in packing 
m eats in Chicago.

I he supply from Italy, large q u a n ti­ 
ties of borax are exported to Europe 
from 
the Pacific ( o a s t.

875,000 pounds were shipped to Liver­ 
pool.

B ISM A R C K . 


Recollections of an Evening with the 
Crsat tie nu an Statesman. 


_'h a rn h e r s ’ J o u r n a l . 
Those who have only seen Bismarck 
n pictures or heard him speak in the 
bet, or even met him in his walks, 011- 
y know him from his official -id** and 
as the great Statesman and dignittirw. 
But here, inside his own four walls, 
with ample leisure, and surrounded 
by celebrated and patriotic men, who 
All. more or less, have bellied to ad ­ 
vise, com bat, or further his work, one 
earns to know and recognize in the 
prince the real man and intelligent 
mtnpankm whose 
m ighty 
intellect 
wields the affairs 
of nations. 
We 
nave often heard visitors who were 
present at the sitl ings of the diet de­ 
clare th a t nothing surprised them so 
much as the intonation and pathos 
nf Bism arck’s voice when speaking. 
His height, his brows.his forehead, his 
?hest, his speeches, wer<- all far great­ 
er and more powerful t han they had 
imagined; 
but 
hi^ 
voice. 
either 
when giving utterance to the driest 
details 
or 
when 
startling 
Ins 
audience by 
som e passionate 
ap ­ 
peal, 
had 
som ething 
m arvelous­ 
ly 
soft and winning in it. 
And they 
are 
not 
tar wrong. 
One can 
a l­ 
ways tell from the prince's words, In 
sound of hi" voice, what his feelings 
are at the time, no m atter how mod 
erate his speech m ay he, and never 
was this more distinct and vivid than 
on these Saturday evenings. 
Now lie approaches our circle. 
“ I 
wished much to sc** you here, gentle­ 
men. 
It is so much easier to talk ami 
understand one another here than in 
the Dict House!” and he shook h a n d s 
ail around. 
“ Besides, now. if you 
want to interpellate me, or one of the 
leputies or privy councilors, you can 
do so quietly and at your ease in a 
corner, and settle the whole affair in 
a few m inutes.” 
Tile prince was right. 
Never before 
had the necessity of familiar and 
friendly intercourse been more appar­ 
ent than during this session. 
From 
various untoward cause-- the most 
trying discords batt arisen between 
the deputies and the diet. chiefly ow ­ 
ing to nett her party t horoughly under­ 
standing th*- ot ber. 
From amid t he rows of deputies and 
councilors emerged the portly form of 
the brave “ Bed Becker,” red iii bairns 
well as in opinion—a living proof that 
even an inborn dem ocrat and agitator 
can attain a very com fortable rotund­ 
ity. 
Becker 
had .-urp.osed himself 
that morning in the dict. 
He, as the 
J permanent reporter of the * handier of 
j deputies and the diet, <>n all postal. 
' telegraphic, and railroad m atters,had 
drastically described the frightful m is­ 
use. on the part of the princely house 
of Germany, of their right to tree car­ 
riage and telegraph. 
Ile had shown 
how the whole of the royal bill of fare 
had been telegraphed free of charge; 
how endless telegraphic milliners and 
dressm akers’ orders had been sent free 
between the German courts and Paris; 
while the citizen's dispatch, on which 
probably hangs both life and proper­ 
ty, m ust wait till the royal cook has 
ordered a dollar's worth of paisley by 
telegraph; how, atter that, all these 
huge parcels have to be sent carriage 
free to their destination; and finally, 
he had proved to ti ie great am u-einent 
of I lie house, by the genealogical al­ 
m anac, that 
in Lippe alone, no fewer 
than sixty princes ami prince"-*** had 
this inborn l ight to p o-tal freedom. 
He now placed himself directly in 
front of t In* chancellor, iii his favorite 
attitude, with his h a n js behind hi- 
baek, and looked up at him with an 
expression 
which 
seemed 
to 
say: 
"Now had you any idea th at t his royal 
prerogative of free post and telegraph 
had been so sham efully abused?” 
But Bismarck only laughed heart iiy, 
saying: 
"My dear Becker, believe me, 
I know ol far worse tilings.” 
"Indeed! 
Pray, then, tell us -om e, 
your excellency!’’ said "Bed Becker,” 
with great anim ation. 
"Nay: that I cannot d o .” replied 
Bismarck. 
"My inform ation 
comes 
from the postm aster general at Phil- 
lipsborn, and lie knows far worse things 
than I d o.” 
A group of people had now come in 
between us and the speakers. 
A servant handed round tea; but 
strange to say, then* was no rum, - o 
little has Bismarck imbibed of Russian 
habits and tastes, in spite of his long 
sojourn a t St. Petersburg.

room —deputies, 
councilors, m inisters*adm irals, s e c r e ­ 
taries, all mingled together, 
’[’here ! 
was none of that reserve and st riel 
etiquette with which m inisters usually ! 
love to surround them selves, like a I 
wall of division between them and the 
people’s representatives, none of I hat 
exclusiveness 
and 
national 
party 
spirit which, as a rule* is alw ays pres­ 
ent in t he diet. 
Very few’ uniforms 
were visit)!** am ong th e guests. 
Th** 
nooks aud corners, rn which, accord­ 
ing to Bism arck's ow n 
words, the 
great affairs of the state, con Id be set - 
tied and arranged bi five minutes, 
were now all tilled w ith eager talk­ 
ative 
groups 
of 
deputies 
ami 
councilor--, or i lie leaders of the dif 
ferent parties. 
The eon v en a tio n in 
our neighborhood was carried on in a 
pretty loud and easy tone, and w ith­ 
out any reserve: fo r\h ere did not lurk 
here, as there does behind every door 
and in every retiring room of the im­ 
perial parliam ent, som e insidoius re­ 
porter for the press.

institu tion .”

t be* chancellor. 
He bids them all 
"adieu, nu 
revoir.” 
Then passing 
through the apartm ent where his wife 
and daughters were seated surrounded 
by a lam e circle of friends, we salute 
(Air noble hostess; and a quarter of an 
boul’ later sees us hack at the S t . Pe 
tersburger 11 of. com fortably ensconced 
in the saloon of our hotel, and dis 
cussing the events of the even tug under 
the soothing influence of the peaceful 
pipe.

but five and a half cents a pound. 
The falling off in price has continued 
notw ithstanding the im position of a 
tariff which virtually prohibits the 
im portation of borax and boracic 
acid. 
It has been due, therefore, to 
consum ption not keeping up with the 
supply. 
The production of borax on 
the Western coast, which is the only 
part of the country where it is found, 
lias been steadily on the increase. 
L ast year 4,500 tons were extracted 
by the various borax mining com pa­ 
nies in California and Nevada ” 
“T o what uses is borax applied?” 
• Its use has not grown m ore limit 
ed, but it has not kept pace w ith the 
production. 
It is em ployed in weld­ 
ing, glazing, pottery ami cleansing. 
The iron trade consum es the largest 
quantity, and with the increase of 
that industry the business of borax 
will be benefited.
